The  Spring  term  of  school  commenced  March  8th.  No.  of 
pupils,  fifty-four.  W.  R.  Hemmenway,  Principal,  Miss  M.  G. 
Buxton,  1st  Assistant,  Miss  Nellie  L.  Sweetsir,  2d  Assistant,  and 
continued  eleven  weeks.  • 

The  Fall  term  commenced  Aug.  28th,  under  the  direction  of  J. 
Marshall  Hawkes,  Prin.,  Miss  M.  G.  Buxton,  Preceptress,  Herbert 
A.  Merrill,  Assistant,  and  continued  twelve  weeks,  closing  with  an 
exhibition  on  the  eve.  of  Nov.  17th.    No,  of  pupils  fifty-two. 

The  Winter  term  commenced  Dec.  4th,  with  fifty-seven  pupils  ; 
same  Principal  and  Preceptress  as  for  the  previous  term,  Miss. 
Julia  E.  Wilder,  of  Pembroke,  Maine,  Assistant.  The  examina- 
tion exercises  at  the  close  of  this  term,  were  attended  by  a  very 
large  number  of  parents  of  pupils  and  friends  of  the  school,  who 
showed  by  their  presence  and  attention,  their  deep  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  school. 

The  Spring  term  commences  March  5th,  under  the  same  in- 
structors, with  the  prospect  of  a  very  large  attendance.

At  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term,  the  condition  of  the 
apparatus  was  such,  that  before  the  ordinary  class-room  experi- 
ments could  be  performed,  it  was  necessary  to  have  it  thoroughly 
repaired  and  cleaned  of  the  dust  and  corrosion  engendered  by  neg- 
lect and  carelessness.  For  this  purpose,  it  was  sent  to  the 
Messrs.  Chamberlain,  of  Boston,  who  have  made  it  as  good  as 
new.  Two  nice  cases  have  been  constructed  to  contain  it,  which, 
with  proper  care  on  the  part  of  the  Principal,  will  prevent  any 
future  loss  in  this  direction.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Fellow  Citizens  : 

I  have  to  report  our  schools  in  town  as  generally  successful. 
We  have  had  twenty-one  terms  of  school  during  the  year,  viz. : 
eight  summer  terms,  five  fall,  and  eight  winter  terms,  in  which 
were  employed  fourteen  different  teachers.  Of  these  teachers, 
eight  were  ladies,  and  six  gentlemen.  Three  of  the  gentlemen 
and  one  of  the  ladies  had  never  taught  before. 

I  have  not  heard  a  single  complaint  concerning  any  school  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  I  do  not  think  there  has  been  a  single  failure. 
I  believe  we  have  obtained  more  benefit  from  what  money  we  have 
expended  this  year,  than  we  have  in  any  year  since  the  schools 
have  been  under  my  care.  But  I  can  not  say  that  I  am  perfectly 
satisfied.  The  quality  of  the  work  done  in  some  of  our  schools  is 
not  what  it  should  be.  A  few  of  our  districts  are  contenting  them- 
selves with  medium  schools  when  they  can  have  better  ones  by  de- 
manding better  work  of  their  teachers.  There  is  too  much  of  a 
tendency  to  employ  inexperienced  teachers,  and  they  are  gener- 
ally employed  for  the  schools  that  need  experienced  teachers  the 
most. 

It  is  right  to  employ  such  teachers  once  in  a  while,  but  no  more 
than  one  should  be  employed  in  a  District  in  the  course  of  a  year. 
Our  best  schools  have  been  the  summer  terms  in  Districts  No.  1, 
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3,  5,  and  7,  the  fall  terms  in  No.  3,  7,  and  9,  and  the  winter  terms 
in  No.  2,  5,  and  8.  There  were  others  that  were  very  good,  and 
all  have  been  of  value.  There  are  two  branches  of  study  which 
are  too  much  neglected  in  our  schools  ;  I  refer  to  spelling  and  pen- 
manship. Many  of  our  scholars  from  eight  to  fourteen  years  of 
age  spend  so  much  time  on  studies  that  might  be  postponed  to  a 
latter  age,  that  they  can  not  give  these  branches  the  attention  they 
should  receive.  And  yet  this  the  very  time  at  which  writing  and 
spelling  should  receive  the  most  attention.  At  least  one-sixth  of 
the  school  time  should  be  given  to  the  spelling  lesson,  and  scholars 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years  should  spend  at  least 
thirty  minutes  of  each  day  in  writing,  not  exclusively  with  pen 
and  ink,  but  with  slate  or  paper  and  pencil. 

Although  the  text-books  used  in  town,  are  not  uniform,  we  have 
district  uniformity,  and  I  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  to  make 
any  change  this  year.  Hilliard's  readers  have  been  used  in  town, 
some  over  ten  years,, and  the  scholars  are  so  familiar  with  them, 
that  they  almost  know  them  by  heart.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well 
to  change  them  if  it  could  be  done  with  little  expense.

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  table  that  we  apportioned 
twenty  per  cent,  of  the  school  money  among  the  Districts  this 
year,  that  being  the  extent  allowed  by  law  for  this  purpose. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  new  school-house  be  built  in  Dist. 
No.  8,  for  it  is  sadly  needed.  I  would  also  recommend  that  re- 
pairs be  made  upon  the  interior  of  the  house  in  Dist.  No.  1. 
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In  conclusion,  1  would  say  that  as  two-fifths  of  the  scholars  in 
town  are  unable  to  obtain  much  benefit  from  the  bequest  of  the 
late  Mr.  Greeley,  I  would  recommend  that  a  term  of  free  High 
School  be  held  in  Dist.  No.  9  and  2,  4,  or  5  as  was  directed  by  a 
vote  of  the  town  one  year  ago.
